ACCOMMODATIONS NIL. 


The accommodations for Juveniles be- 


tween twehe and sixteen, who also come 
under the Juvenile Court laws, are ab- 
solutely nil. Wards of the Superior Ju- 
\pnile Court, of which Judge Melvin is 
the presiding Judge, can not legally be 
kept in the same place with adults. 
But there is no separate Juvenile ward 
in the present county Jail. One boy 
of thirteen was recently held thirty-seven 
flays and another eighty-seven days In 
the county jail there to mingle with all 
sorts of offenders, Including many 
ex- 


convicts from San Quentln and Folsom 
One of these boys had stolen a bicycle, 
the other had committed a robbery with 
an older boy, and both were anally re- 
leased on probation. The latter Is do- 
Ing nobly, earning good wages, and liv- 
ing with his widowed mother. The for- 
mer fell from probationary grace and has 
been sent to one of the minor reform 
Institutions. 
In the new county Jail there will be 


adequate accommodations for this class 
of boys and girls, but none for those un- 
der twelve. 
In Oakland, Alameda and 
Berkeley, 


there are separate wards in the city pri- 
sons for Juveniles between twelve and 
sixteen, but especially In Oakland these 
are wofully Inadequate. At times within 
the last three months there have been 
as many as nlnn and ten boys In the one 
room of the Oakland Jail, partly under 
ground, and with one window opening 
Into a little side alley. 
"The City of Oakland Is aa much In 


need of a new jail as the county," savs 
Reuss.

The Attack on The Tribnne. 


It was to be expected! that the shameless and venal San Francisco 


Bulletin- would1 rush to assist Rudolph Spreckels in his effort to use 
the courts to harass and intimidate THE TRIBUNE. A dishonor- 


able task is al-ways congenial to the Bill Sykes of California journal- 
ism, but in this instance the dirty rewards of a blackguardly task 


•were not necessary to induce the decayed and' degraded Bulletin to 
assault -this paper and its publisher with the usual weapons of false- 
hood and abuse. The conspicuous success of THE TRIBUNE 


•where the Bulletin has failed) and fallen behind is sufficient incentive 


to mean and sordid jealousy. 


The Spreckels organs are trying the case in their columns 


in a characteristic manner, mingling calumnies, misrepresentations, 


irrelevant falsehoods, base insinuation and garbled reports of testi- 
mony with an utter disregard for truth and decency. There is 


evidently a studied plan to prejudge the case and forestall a fair and 


unprejudiced hearing. This is in keeping with the browbeating

Fortunately such tactics cannot prevail on this side of the bay. 


The courts of this county are not under the domination of a secret 


junta an.l a private detective bureau. On the Alamerfa bench there 


are no subservient judges to take orders from Rudolph Spreckels 


and William J. Burns. THE TRIBUNE will continue to print the 


news and tell the truth. It will not abate its demand that all guilty 
persons be prosecuted and that every accused person be given a 


fair trial before an unbiased jury and an unprejudiced judge. No 


amount of lying and abuse can distort these propositions into an 


excuse cr defense for crime. They are as fundamental in the code 


of justice as the Ten Commandments are in the moral law. Yet the 


foul and malignant Bulletin stands out in truculent dispute of them, 


alleging them to be inspired by the sordid and dishonorable mothe 
that has guided its crooked and odorous career for years-.

Municipal Growth in the Budget. 


Collateral evidence of Oakland's sturdy and .surprising growth is 


accumulating from all sides. It is shown in the assessment roll and 
is equally conspicuous in the municipal department estimates. In 
three 6*f the departments the effect of a sudden municipal growth is 
keenly felt. These are the police, fire and street departments. 
Oak- 


landfs expansion has suddenly outgrown their facilities and re- 
sources, and that to such a degree that their respective heads have 
scarcely had the courage or have had too much modesty to ask for 
such appropriations and increased facilities as they really need and1 


should get, for Oakland is today a big, bustling, thrifty, growing 
city, rushing to the front for metropolitan honors and adjusting its 
household affairs accordingly. But the chiefs of these departments 
have evidently had a dread of the parallel column—the comparison 
between what they obtained1 in previous years when the city was 
half its present size in area and population, and one-tenth its size 
in actual business, and what the municipal government really needs! 


tod&y to put itself in order and give proper police and) fire protection 
to its citizens and, their property. The city auditorship is essentially 
a conservative office. Its occupant is properly assumed! to be the 
watchdog of the municipal treasury. Economy in department ex- 
penditures is naturally his watchword. He cannot be blamed, there- 
fore, for viewing with something akin to awe the contrast between 
this year's department estimates andi those of the years, preceding it 
and being influenced to prune what appears by comparison to be an 
exotic development in them, whereas they are in reality nothing more 
serious than the fruits of sudden expansion in settled area, population 
and business, with the natural penalties always associated with such 
changes in a municipality's affairs through sudden and unpre- 
cedented, although strictly healthy and permanent growth. 


There is only one head of a department figuring in this year's 


municipal budget who shows that he is not wanting in appreciation 
of the change that has taken place, has no fear of the parallel column, 
nor any hesitancy about expressing it in cold figures, and that is the 
poundmaster. He has, however, taken an exaggerated view of things, 
by putting in a claim for $16,000 to run the pound during the current 
iscal year. Such a display of optimism did not carry the watchful 
auditor off his feet and 'he prudently cut th-e estimate down to $4000. 
The pound-master assumed that Oakland is this year four times as 
arge as it was twelve months ago. But the most ardfent booster in 
the city will not claim that it has reached that exalted position yet. 
It is getting there fast, however. 


A Distinction With a Moral. 


The San Francisco Call, which is the journalistic expression of 


financial piracy and the arrogant ruffianism of ill-gotten wealth, pre- 
tends to be very much excited about the integrity and g-ood repute 


of financial institutions. It was rot so solicitous in that regard when 


it started a run on the Oakland Bank of Savings by printing a foolish 


and unfounded! rumor set afloat to gratify malice. \Vhile the run 


•was in progress a number of frightened depositors were induced to 
sell their bank books for a fraction of their value to money sharks 
who knew the bank to be as sound as any similar institution in 


California, Every person so diuped can charge his or her loss to the 
Call's rtckless article regarding the bank. Subsequently the-Call 
printed several articles calculated to injure the Central Bank. They 


did no harm, because the bank was too firmly established in public 


confidence, but the articles were apparently intended to do injury, 
Bankers who set up for political bosses and who foment and engage 


in bitter strife* between labor and capital have only themse-lves to 
blame ii their deeds react on the business of the institutions over 
which they preside. It is what they do, not the publication of what 
they do, that Injuriously affects their banks. The Call can render the 
public a service by refraining- from reckless and mendacious attacks 


on financial institutions, and by warning ambitious bankers against 
creating disturbance and confusion in the field of finance at a time 


wh«n confidence and co-operation are essential to rebuilding San 
Francisco and restoring her broken trade lines and her shattered 


political system. 


The major-generals of the Swedish army divisions have peti-

Valley plant to the city at a price which we think will admit a rake- 
off of eight or ten millions. The Good Government League was or- 
ganized and is captained by that thrifty and romancing patriot, 
Isadore Jacobs, who used to be one of Abe Ruef's business men. He 
knows a good thing when he sees it. 


The miners oi Atlin and other British Columbian mining dis- 


tricts are not any more tolerant of the Asiatic tflian the gold miners of 
Cariboo were in 1864 when they turned back an invading army of 
over twenty thousand Chinese coolies. The Atlinites deported fifty- 
seven Japanese yesterday by shipping them back to Vancouver on the 
same steamboat that brought them to Atlin from that place. This 
is the second time within a year for the miners of Atlin to exclude 
Japanese from the district by a display of force.
